- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: In the Office action mailed on 09 March 2004 (1) Why there is 
"invention is conceptual"? and (2) would it be the broadest claims 23 considered and searched only? 

A careful study of the instant specification unveils that no material is demonstrated or reduced to practice to 
show an unusual or unexpected result for a patentability of the claims as being looking for by the examiner. Therfore, 
the consideration and search on the record have been anticipated as disclosed in the specification. Usually the very 
first claim in the specification is the broadest claimed invention but there is not in the instant application. It is important 
to identify the boardest claimed invention to start with a search. All of the embodiments in the broadest claim 23 have 
been firstly considered and searched. Then all other embodiments in the other claims are next to be additionally and 
integrally considered and searched with no restarting process as a totally new process as required in a separate and 
distinct invention as it is in a case of a restriction requirement of multiple inventions.
